Anti-Fascist

A preceding article (Western 
Worker, Dec. 16) described the 
initial steps in the building of 
successful united action of the 
Jewish working class in Los An- 
geles in the Jewish Anti-Nazi 
League. 

First «steps were taken during 
the struggle last Winter against 
rising meat prices. The next issue 
upon which united action was 
crystallized was against the Dies 
Deportation Bill, The entire Anti- 
Nazi League was then brought 
into action around the issue of 
persecution of the Jews by the 
Nazi regime. 


Eighty-one organizations respond- 
ed to the call for a second confer- 
ence held by the Anti-Nazi League 
on September 16. Among the del- 
egates were twenty representing 
youth organizations. This was the 
direct result of a definite orienta- 
tion on the part of the committee 
and the Young Communist League 
to draw the youth into the Anti- 
Nazi front. 

A provisional youth committee 
was set up and it was decided to 
call a special Youth Conference, 
at-a date to be set at a future 
meeting. But some of the youth 
comrades were a bit slow and two 
weeks elapsed béfore the second 
meeting of the provisional com- 
mittee. Meanwhile the “United 
Anti-Nazi Conference” set up in- 
dependently by the District Com- 
mittee of the Workman's Circle, 
has already set a date for a Youth 
Conferenée-of its own. 


Sabotage Suspected 


There was a strong suspicion 
the “United” had taken this ac- 
tion only to hamper the work 
being done among the youth by 
the progressive elements. But it 
was decided to give up the idea 
of .a conference and to call upon 
the youth organizations to par- 
ticipate in the conference called 
by the “United.” 

Thirteen out of the original 
twenty organizations responding to 
our first confergnce participated in 


ithe “United’® mieeting. This was 


the “United's” entire youth repre- 
Ypsls, Young Circles, 
which are junior Workman Circle 
branches, did not respond. About 
the only thing the “United” con- 
tributed to the Youth 
which it had called was a perma- 
nent secretary, Miss Levitt, who 
is the daughter of the “Forward” 
manager, and Mr. Brilliand,* sec- 
retary of the “United” as perma- 
nent chairman for the youth WE 
had mobilized. 

Aside from the sabotage by the 
“United” we must state that our 
youth comrades showed some

| weaknesses. They began to discuss 
iresults before the work had been 


started. They discussed organiza- 
tional results and to what extent 
the Anti-Nazi work would help 
the Youth Congress. But they 
had not yet done any work in the 
Anti-Nazi field. In this respect, 
however, they were corrected and 


became convinced that the united 
front activity against Nazi-ism 
should be made a’ central point. 


Lacked Experience 


with the experienced politicians 
ish “Anti-Nazi League laid a great 
deal of stress upon the creation 
of a broad united front among the 
youth. We saw in this united front 
a bridge to unity among the adults. 
If the “United” however, was not 
instrumental in bringing even one 
youth organization to the Confer- 
ence, then it was ridiculous to 
leave the thirteen youth organiza- 
tions in the hands of Miss Levitt 
and Mr, Brilliand. 

We -have recorded the accom- 
plishments of the Anti-Nazi Front. 
But there are several weaknesses, 
which if corrected, will improve 
the work of the united front to a 
considerable extent. First, our 
committee must get into closer 
touch with affiliated organizations 
and endeavor to bring new groups 
into the activity. Secondly, our 
efforts to force the “United Con- 
ference” for united action were 
not organized. We must help the 
unorganized opposition in 
“United” to take effective action. 
Thirdly, the Anti-Nazi activity has 
been limited mainly to the Jewish 
people. The struggle against Nazi- 


ism cannot and must not be limit-! 
ed to the Jewish people alone; it 


must be spread to the entire pop- 
aiation. 


We failed also to bring the Anti- | 


Nazi fight into the political arena. 


We are engaged in collecting signa- | 


tures to a petition to the State, 
Legislature demanding adoption 
of resolutions against Nazi Ger-
